Was Car Passenger 
Garcia was a passenger in the 
light sedan driven by Pedro Serna, 
46. of near Combes, w-hich crashed 
with a heavy truck driven by Rob­ 
ert P. Smith of San Benito. 
Serna 
was painfully but not critically in­ 
jured. while Sm ith wras unhurt. 
Officers said w itnesses told them 
the sedan slipped off the slippery 
pavem ent slightly, w hile traveling 
south on the Com bes - 
H arlingen highw ay; then 
skidded w hen the driver 
attem pted to wheel it 
back on the pavement. 
The pavem ent was wet and covered 
with slush from steady, drizzling 
rain of the past tw'o days. 
S e rn a ’s sedan was badly smashed,

An additional $8.612,000 w’as set 
up as an estimate of building needs 
of the institutions. The board also 
asserted that the university of 
Texas would need added funds for 
its graduate school. 
The appropriation for the current

averaged

year. 
Urging revision of the rural aid 
law to eliminate asserted unjust al­ 
location of funds, the board rec­ 
omm ended apportionm ent of state 
money to school districts without 
regard to the am ount of local con- 
I tributions. Now some districts d e­ 
duct the amount of a 59-cent tax. 
while others with a $1 tax are re­ 
quired to subtract larger sums.

days here Saturday, when Juan 
Garcia, about 55, of near Combes, 
died at 7:25 p. m. at the Valley 
Baptist Hosiptal, an hour after he 
had figured in a headon, car-truck 
crash a mile north of Harlingen. 


Was Car Passenger 


Garcia was a passenger in the 


light sedan driven by Pedro Serna, 
46, of near Combes, which crashed 
with a heavy truck driven by Rob- 
ert P, Smith of-San Benito. Serna 


as painfully but not critically in- 


jured, while Smith was unhurt. 


Officers said witnesses told them 


the sedan slipped off the slippery 
pavement slightly, while traveling 


south on the Combes- 
Harlingen highway; then 
skidded when the driver 
attempted to wheel it 
back on the pavement. 


The pavement was wet and covered 
with slush from steady, drizzling 
rain of the past two days. 


Serna's sedan was badly smashed, 


being practically a complete wreck, 
with the motor being torn from 
the car and knocked nearly 100 
feet away, 


Truck Is Damaged 


Damage to front end of Smith's 


truck, heavily loaded with citrus 
and vegetables, was considerable. 
The big tandem, cab-over-engine 
truck, 
skidded into the 
barrow 


ditch after the crash, plowed up 
to hood in the soggy mud. 


Traffic on the highway was heavy, 


and a large crowd soon gathered. 
Fortunately, all other nearby autos 
were'able to avoid becoming en- 
tangled in the wreck, which oc- 
curred some 300 yards south of the 
Southern Pacific railway crossing. 


Garcia arid Serna were taken to 


Valley Baptist Hospital where the 
former died of injuries including a 
scalp cut to the bone, a number 
of head cuts, possible internal in- 
juries and considerable shock. 


Suffers Broken Nose 


Serna's principal injury was a 


bodly broken nose, and he also sus- 
tained cuts on the head and left 
leg. 
He remained Saturday night 


in the hospital, but his hurts were 
not believed critical.

his war industries. 


Deficiencies were said to be de- 


veloping due to the British blockade, 
a decreasing domestic output, and 
depletion of reserves built up before 
the war. 


Serious Deficiencies 


Commenting that Germany was 


attempting to make conquered na- 
tions help supply deficiencies, the 
report declared that with the pos- 
sible exception of breadgrains, sug- 
ar, and potatoes, little success was 
expected. 


Diet deficiencies, the report said, 


can-Be expected to have serious 
effects on Hitler's strategy. It added: 


"The German war strategy proper, 


with its emphasis on the large- 
scale use of highly mechanized war 
weapons, requires utmost efficiency, 
and physical and mental alertnes, of 
the armed forces and of the work- 
ers in war industries."

There were suggestions that wide- 


spread sabotage might be attempted 
>y peasant followers of the Soviet 
union, which has been the tradi- 
tional friend of the Bulgars. 


Numerous radical farm leaders 


were arrested. 


The British admiralty announced 


that 36,000 square miles of th«

and south Florida. 


Planting programs for spring and 


early summer crops in these areas., 
have been upset and some curtail- 
ment of acreage may result. 
In 


other areas of Texas and Florida 
and in the remainder of the South- 
em States conditions are mostly fa- 
vorable for the planting of »pring 
truck crops. Frosts on February » 
and 10 reaching into South Texas 
and Central Florida oaused little 
damage. 


Unfavorable 
weather in Texas 


continued to delay shipments of 
vegetables the first week in Feb- 
ruary but active bar vesting was~re- 
sumed In practically all areas the 
week beginning February 10. Scat- 
tered rains February 8 and 8 fell 
in part of the sections of all areas 
and a light frost February 9 threat- 
ened crops as far south as the Lower 
Valley. The only area that might 
have suffered seriously at this time 
was the Lower Valley where tender 
spring plantings that survived the 
January heavy rains were begin- 
ning to make progress. Frosts were 
evident in scattered localities but 
losses were slight.dus mainly to 
the wet condition of all 
fields. 


Strong winds again struck the Low- 
er Valley February 11 and 1?, but 
not as severe as in the late Decem- 
ber period.

ROME — W) — Virginio 
Gayda, 


writing in II Giornale D'ltalia. de- 
lared Saturday President Roosevelt 
was "doing his utmost" to put the 
United States into the war. 


The Fascist editor's expression 


coincided with the publication in 
the Turin Gazetta Del" Fopolo of a 
Stefani (official Italian news ag- 
ency) interview with Zembi Hori- 
kiri, Japanese ambassador to Rome, 
who was quoted as saying "Japan 
has no silly aggressive desires." 


"For no reason," the ambassador 


was reported to have said, will 
Japan "unlea'sh war against England 
ot America." But, he add^d, Amer- 
ica "must know from now on that 
any act which might involve it in 
war with the Axis would automatic- 
ally unleash a conflict with Japan." 


Referring-to-recent theatrical and 


other entertainments in New York 
to aid the British cause with money, 
Gayda declared: "The entire Amer- 
ican aid campaign lor .Britain is a 
carnival farce." 


Stefani quoted the Japanese am- 


bassador in a similar vein, declar- 
ing he said that the United Stales 
is being put under the pressure 
ot British propaganda and that "all 
deepnds henceforth on the decisions 
of President Roosevelt alone."

Than Nazis, Wallace Says 


That's The Price America Mtut Pay For 


Democracy, Vice-President Claims 


DES MOINES, Iowa—WH-Vice President Henry A. Wallace Mtd 


Saturday night that "The .price of democracy nnd peace on thii hemis- 
phere is based on our being more willing than the Nazis to sacrifice 
our goods, our time, and, if need be, our lives." 


He made this assertion in an address prepared for the National 


Farm Institute, and it was understood, read and approved by President 
Roosevelt. It was his first address *- 
since he assumed the vice presi- 
.dency. 


"Our only hope for peace is to 


prevent England from being de- 
stroyed by the Nazis," he declared. 
"Let those who fear the conse- 
quences of war keep that in mind." 


Then,

"when Naziism is defeated," Wal- 
lace said that the United States has 
"the resources, the inventive genius 
and the heart" to do "the job of 
peace" in gaining higher living 
standards 
for common men the 


world over. 


"We shall look forward to the 


time when no man will go hungry," 
he said.

wisdom of American action in the 
first three years of peace "will de- 
termine the course of world history 
for half a century."

Lease-Lend Bill To 


'Bring Conflict' 


WASHINGTON— </P) —Three op- 


ponents hammered at the adminis- 
tration's British aid bill in the 
Senate Saturday, and one of them, 
Senator McCarran 
(D-Nev), pre- 


dicted it would put the United 
States into war within 60 days after 
its enactment. 


Senator Taft (R-Ohio) said the 


bill would put "the issue.of war" 
before 
the 
country 
within 
six 


months, and Senator Capper (H- 
Kan) asserted it would give the 
president "complete war making 
powers." 


Senate Hastens Passat* 


While the Senate worked through 


an extraordinary Saturday after- 
noon session in order to hasten ac- 
tion on the bill, administration sup- 
porters discussed among themselves 
the 
question 
of 
accepting 
two 


amendments—one suggesting that 
the 
president -consult 
legislative 


leaders from time to time on oper- 
ation of the British aid program, 
and another naming Britain, Greece 
and China as the countries to be 
aided under the bill. 


Three of those in charge of the 


measure—Senators Barklcy (D-Ky), 
George (D-Ga), and Connally (D- 
Tex) said, however, that there was 
no present plan to accept further 
revision of the bill, which already 
has been amended by the House and 
the Senate Foreign Relations Com- 
mittee. 


"Moral Effect" 


George told reporters that any 


additional amendments might have 
an adverse "moral effect." He said 
the changes might be interpreted 
abroad, especially in Japan, as a 
set-back to the president and a sign 
of American disunity. 


Connally and Senator Austin (R- 


Vt), 
a supporter of the measure, 


agreed it was unlikely that further 
amendments would make any ap- 
preciable change in the final vote. An 
Associated Press poll of the Senate 
showed 52 presently for the bill.

Wet Roads Blamed In 


Valley Wreck 


HARLINGEN—The Valley mark- 


ed up its 10th traffic fatality in 53 
days here Saturday, when Juan 
Garcia, about 55, of near Combes, 
died at 7:25 p. m. at the Valley 
Baptist Hosiptal, an hour after he 
had figured in. a headon, car-truck 
crash a mile north of 'Harlihgen. 


Was Car Passenrer 


Garcia was a passenger In the 


light sedan driven by Pedro Serna, 
46, of near Combes, which crashed 
with a heavy truck driven by Rob- 
ert P. Smith of San Benito. Serna 
was painfully but not critically in- 
jured, while Smith was unhurt. 


Officers said witnesses told them 


the sedan slipped off the slippery 
pavement slightly, while traveling 


south on the Combes- 
Harlingen highway; then 
skidded when the driver 
attempted to wheel it 
back on the pavement. 


The pavement was wet and covered 
with slush from steady, drizzling 
rain of the past two days. 


Serna's sedan was badly smashed, 


being practically a complete wreck, 
with the motor, being torn from 
the car and knocked nearly 100 
feet away. 


Truck Is Damaged 


Damage to front end of Smith's 


truck, heavily loaded with citrus 
and vegetables, was considerable. 
The big tandem, cab-over-engine 
truck, skidded into the . barrow 
ditch after the crash,.'plowed up 
to hood in the soggy mud. 


Traffic on the highway was heavy, 


and a large crowd soon gathered. 
Fortunately, all other nearby autos 
were able to avoid becoming en- 
tangled in the wreck, which oc- 
curred some 300 yards south of the 
Southern Pacific railway crossing. 


Garcia and Serna. were taken to 


Valley Baptist Hospital where the 
former died of injuries including a 
scalp cut to the bone, a number 
of head cuts, possible internal in- 
juries and considerable shock. 


Suffers Broken Nose 


Serna's principal injury was a 


bodly broken nose, and he also sus- 
tained cuts on the head and left 
leg, 
He remained Saturday night 


in the hospital, but his hurts were 
not believed critical.

IS SAID NEAR 


'To Hamper Hitler's 


War Strategy', 


WASHINGTON—(5s)—A conclus- 


ion that Germany is facing the 
prospect of serious shortages of es- 
sential foods within six months has 
been reached by government econo- 
mists. 


This opinion, it was learned Sat- 


urday, is expresesd in a report pre- 
pared by Dr. Frederick Strauss, 
agriculture department economist, 
which correlates the confidential 
and other information the govern- 
ment has been able to secure on 
the German situation. It was pre- 
pared primarily for information of 
the White'House and'defense of- 
ficials, and has not been given 
general circulation. 


Needed For Army 


The prospective shortages, the re- 


port said, are in meats, fats, vita- 
mins and minerals—foods'described 
as necessary to maintain the strik- 
ing power of Hitler's military forces 
and the efficiency of workers in 
his war industries. 
; 


Deficiencies were said to be de- 


veloping due to, the British blockade, 
a decreasing domestic output, and 
depletion of reserves built up before 
the war.Serious Deficiencies 


Commenting that Germany was 


attempting to make conquered na- 
tions help supply deficiencies, the 
report declared that with the pos- 
sible exception of breadgrains, sug- 
ai. and potatoes, little success was 
expected. 
Diet deficiencies, the report'said, 


can be expected „ to have serious 
effects on Hitler's strategy. It added: 


"The German war strategy proper, 


with its emphasis on the large- 
scale use of highly mechanized war 
weapons, requires utmost efficiency, 
and physical and mental alertnes, of 
the armed forces and of the work- 
ers in war industries."

Colonists Two Months Late 


BAYOU DU LARGE.- La.—(/P)— 


Two months overdue, joljy old Santa 
Claus paid his final call of the 1940 
Christmas 
season here Saturday, 


gladdening the hearts of the chilr 
dren of a "lost" .colony of English 
folk, whose origin is a mystery. 


Amid bright sunshine and warm 


Gulf breezes, St. Nick distributed 
his gifts at the St. Andrew Mission, 
after the Rev. Skardon D'Aubert, 
Episcopalian minister, led the chil- 
dren in singing Christmas carols, 
and delivered a Christmas "peace" 
message.. 
Santa Claus comes late each year 


to Bayou Du -Large because the 
parents and children are deep in 
the south Louisiana marshes at 
Christmas time- trapping muskratt.. 
The season ends in mid-February. 


Th« English people, a group sur- 


rounded entirely by French and 
French-Spanish descendants, make 
their living by hunting and trapping 
in the winter, fishing in the sum- 
mer. Although only a few miles be- 
low New Orleans, their settlement 
was isolated, until a road was open- 
ed recently, and the mission estab- 
lished. 
Their origin is a mystery. Some 


historians claim they are descen- 
dants of captives of Jean Lafitte 
and his baratarian pirates. Lafitte, 
according to this theory, had im- 
prisoned them on a -nearby island 
from whence they escaped to settle 
on the mainland. 
In appearance, language and re- 


ligion they are distinct and apart 
from their French-speaking Cath-

DBS MOINES, la.—(/Pi—Secretary 


of Agriculture Claude R, Wickard 
predicted here Saturday that the. 
southern farmer whose cotton and 
tobacco markets have been choked 
by the European war will expand 
production of crops generally pro-

truck crops. Frosts on February V 
and 10 reaching into South Texas 
and Central Florida caused little

Unfavorable weather in Texas 


continued to delay shipments 
o! 


vegetables the first week in Feb- 
ruary but active harvesting was re- 
sumed in practically all areas the 
week beginning February 10. Scat- 
tered rains February 6 and 8 fell 
in part of the sections of all areas 
and a light frost February 9 threat- 
ened crops as far south as the Lower 
Valley. The only area that might 
have suffered seriously at this time 
was the Lower Valley where tender 
spring plantings that survived the 
January heavy rains were begin- 
ning to make progress. Frosts were 
evident in scattered localities but 
losses were slight due mainly to 
the wet condition of all 
fields. 


Strong winds again struck the Low- 
er Valley February 11 and 12, but 
not as severe as in the late Decem- 
ber period. 
Damage appears to 


have caused additional dropping of 
fruit and may delay some veget- 
ables. 
Because of the additional 


rains February 6 and 8 further de- 
lay has occurred in evaluating the 
losses caused by the January 27 
hard rains. Report* from growers, 
however, indicate that considerable 
loss of acreage of snap beans, corn, 
onions, young spinach, and spring 
tomatoes is certain. All other early 
vegetable areas are supplying main- 
ly hardy winter crops and condi- 
tions in the dry-land sections are 
generally favorable.

that readers of my column—and this 
includes some of my Republican 
friends—would quit writing me 
about "Good Old 1929." Ninety per 
cent of our" businessmen, bankers, 
and investors can make a better 
record in 1941 if they first will take 
a damp cloth and wipe 1929 from 
the blackboard of memory.

That bedtime 
story is dangerous fiction because 
the fake glamour of 1929 still tempts 
some of us to underrate the expand- 
ing possibilities of 1941 and to over- 
discount its potential opportunities. 
It is well to be realists, and today 
that means to be optimists. 


Rip Van Winkle In Reverse 


Suppose that some of these people 


who are neglecting 1941 in futile 
yearning for the "Good Old Days" 
could get their wish and wake up 
back in 1929. Their first feeling 
would be that the country had been 
blasted by a bombing raid. Hun- 
dreds of miles of today's sleek high- 


i ways would be reduced to their 
| original rocks or rutted mud. Every 


I 1929. automobile—to anybody 
ac- 


j customed to the; appearance 
and 


1 performance of today's models- 
would be a bunch of junk. Nobody 
of today could tolerate the ancient 
radios and phonographs. 


In the agricultural regions, a Rfp 


Van Winkle who fell asleep in 1941 
and awoke in 1929 would be aghast 
at the loss of lightweight combines 
and tractors for the smaller farms. 
He would see farm equipment strip- 
ped of its rubber tires, Stores every- 
where would be bare of today's 
beautiful new fabrics. Manufactur- 
ers in dozens of lines would b< han- 
dicapped by lack of modern plastics 
and plywoods. Engineers' talents 
would be blighted without today's 
alloys. 
Today's Unsurpassed Riches 


The trouble is that when we think 


of the "Good Old Days," we see 
them through a rosy mist that blurs 
reality. We assume that we could 
go back to the free-and-easy ways 
and the get-rich-quickness of the 
20's. and still have the new inven- 
tions, the modern comforts and the 
other novel riches which we now 
enjoy. It is human nature to glam- 
ourize the past and grumble at the 
present. Everybody, therefore, who 
is falling short of his best efforts 
today because of a vague, nostalgic 
longing to be back in 1929, may 
well take stock of current progress. 


What glory of 1929, for instance, 


would compensate us for erasing- 
the network of air transport routes, 
grounding our planes, and thereby 
slowing up traffic in passengers, 
mails, and express? The modern, 
compact, mechanized and insulated 
home makes the oldtime cumber- 
some residence seem lik« a barn. 
Where i» the woman today who 
willingly 
would 
surrender 1941 


heating equipment, washing ma- 
chines, 
and 
refrigerators? 
Who 


wants to .give up air conditioning 
and streamline trains? Be sensible 
about present conditions. 


Cure For Grouches 


Any man or woman in business 


today who is gloomy and discon- 
tented because of illusions about 
former years is failing to face the 
facts. It is all too true that hcre-and- 
there somebody personally may not 
be so well off—but that is life. The 
country as a whole has achieved 
a progress that cannot be matched 
in all history. Population growth 
alone has given business concerns 
nine million new customers since 
1929. Electric power production has 
risen to all-time highs. Taller charts 
are now needed to plot the fresh 
peaks being reared in output of 
petroleum, steel, and machine tools. 
Technology was never so triumph- 
ant and we see 1929 completely 
dwarfed by, today's advances in 
invention and discovery. Hence, I 
say that'the forgetting of 1929 is 
the first step in the go-getting of 
1941, Now is the time to "make hay." 


When we become realists and ad- 


mit these truths, how many people- 
including Republicans—would real- 
ly want to go back to the conditions 
of a decade- ago? Even statistics 
show that the nation, has got some 
worth-while things from the in- 
creased national debt. May not our 
point of view be wrong and unneces- 
sarily selfish and local, when we 
withhold wholehearted energy and 
enthusiasm today because of home- 
sickness for a period that actually 
was one of the most cockeyed on 
record?

wers heartbroken at the epidemic 
of irreligion and the collapse of 
character.
